Were is the full text of the ARRL press release on the 
Pribilof Islands dated 19 September 1995. 


"The ARRL Awards Comsittee set on Septeaber 17 to consider 
tha country status of the Pribilof Islands. The aatter was 
refered to the Awards Committee by the DY Advisory Comittee 
which had recommended addition to the list by a9 to 7 vote. 
After aany hours of studying the voluainous documentation and 
two hours of in-person deliberation, the Awards Comsittes 
unasinously voted {7 - 0) that the Pribilof Islands NOT be 
added to the DXCC Countries List. 


"In reviewing Rule 2(a) of the Countries List Criteria, the 
Awards Coesittee concluded that the first sentance as 
operative in saking seasuresents: ‘Islands situated off shore 
fran their governing area gust be geographically separated by 
a oiniaua of 225 siles of open water.’ Since the Aleutian 
Islands are indeed a part of the ‘governing area’ of Alaska, 
and since the Pribilofs are less than 225 ailes trom the 
Aleutians, the Cosaittee failed to see how they would qualify 
for separate status. The Consittee further deterained, 
through exaaination of precedent and evolution of the wording 
of the criteria over sose 40 years of DCC, that the 
*aainland’ reference in 2(a) only pertains to what situations 
the rule applies. 


"the Awards Cosaittee aeeting was chaired by Technical 
Department Manager Charles Hutchinson, KACH, upon request of 
the Coasittee Chairman John Lindhola, WIXY. Lindhola had 
authored the staff white paper requested by the DIAC as to 
the history of OXCC Countries List Criteria 2(a) 
interpretations. This 26-page docusent had concluded that 
the Pribilofs do not qualify under the existing criteria, So 
as to not prejudice the Pribilofs froa being given every 
consideration, Lindhola also excused hiaself fro the voting, 
in favor of an alternate. DXCC Manager Donald Search, W3AZD, 
did not vote as prescribed by coesittee rules,”

the Latest DI and propagation information before the contest.

CONTESTING 

Qne topic that ieaediately comes to ind in this special 
contest issue is the issue of EYDXA contest participation. 
Quite a few aonths back wa all agreed to drop the sandatory 2 
contest per year participaticn requiresent froe our 
constitution. The reasons given were sany and varied but the 
general opinion was that dropping the requireaent would not 
hurt the club scores. 


Well, club aqgregate scores are down and it isn’t just low 
sunspots that are causing it. The aesbers who were getting 
in two contests a year and aaking a few hundred @S0s for the 
club effort (the editor included) aren’t doing it any sore. 
Were we just kidding ourselves? Did we really suspect all 
along that the club scores would be hurt by the canstitation 
change? Are we no longer interested in a dual purpose DX and 
Contest club? This contest season could tell the story. 


We are undertaking a aajor effort to boost clud contest 
participation and scoring in this year’s CQ Wi. There is no 
reason why we can’t directly conpete with sost of the 
DX/Contest clubs in the atdwest. A traveling trophy 
challenge to one of these clubs would be fun and would help 
build club spirit, but we can’t do it with appathy.

Heading for the Pizza place te 
visit and have a snack at 11:00 P.M. is a bit late, 
especially for our aut af town aeabers. 


So how do we get the business and the program and the 
visiting done in a reasonable tise? A possible solution is 
to start the aeetings promptly at 7230 and seve things along 
so as to hold the business portion ta 1 hour. This can be 
done by utilizing comeittees to discuss and propose 


resolutions to our business issues. Those aesbers who feel 
strongly about an issue could serve on the comeittee and sake 
their feelings known. Consittea recomeendations would be 
presented at the seeting for vote of the agebership. Even 
the US Congress (which is not to be confused with an 
efficient organization) sakes extensive use of committees to 
study and resolve aajor issues facing our country. If it is 
good enough for Congress, it ought to be goad enough for the 
EIDXA.

BEACONS 

The Northern Califarnia DX Foundation sponsors 20 seter 
beacon stations around the world. All stations are on 14.100 
Miz and transait in predeterained 1 ainute tine slats of each 
10 ainute period. Stations, in order of transaission, are: 
AULUN/B, WAWX/B, XHGO/B, JAZIGY/B, 4YSTU/B, OH2B, CT3B, 
TSSDN/B, and LUAAA. HKALR/B will be on soon and will fill 
the tenth tise slot. All stations ID at 100 watts and then 
send along dash at 100, 10, 1, and 0.t watts followed by 
another ID at 100 watts. 


The NCDXF beacon systea is an excellent way of getting real 
tie propagation data on the 20 seter band. Try it! You aay 
find some openings that you didn’t know existed. 


While we are on the subject af propagation, don’t forget that 
WUV transaits propagation inforeation at 18 ainutes after the 
hour. dust after the 16 sinute time announcenent, WV gives 
solar flux and A index for the previous UTC day, Boulder K 
index (updated every 3 hours), the state of solar activity 
and the earth’s magnetic field for the past 24 hours and a 
prediction of solar factors and the earth’s sagnetic field 
for the next 24 hours. 


fn excellent explanation of all these factors is contained in 
CQ Publishing’s ‘The Shortwave Propagation Handbook" by 
Jacobs, W3ASK and Cohen, N4XX. Since tise may be a bit short 
ta buy the baok and read it in tiee for the contest, 1°12 
cover a few of the basics. Solar flux is never less than 65 
which equates to a quiet sun with no sunspots. The higher 
the solar flux, the higher the sunspot nuaber and the higher 
the maxiaua useable frequency for a given propagation path. 


& and X indices are indications of the geomagnetic field and 
are related. The A index (0 - 400) is a 24 hour figure of 
the activity of the earth’s aagnetic field. An A index of 10 
or lower indicates a quiet field and generally the best 
propagation possible for a given solar activity. The K index 
(0 - 9%) is a 3 hour indicator of geomagnetic activity. K 
index of 0 or { indicates quiet conditions, 1 to 3 indicates 
unsettled and above 4 aeans active. High A and K indicies 
generally mean that propagation through and near the auroral 
zones will be difficult on HF. 


ea THE CQ WORLD WIDE CONTEST tf

Without political exclusions, the CQ World Wide Asateur Radic Contest is truly an international handshaking event like none other, 
The participants need not be finely tuned athletes or aulti-aillionare bankers to participate. They can be factory workers, high 
school youngsters, retired gentleman, or a eather of 5 escaping the desands of eotherhood for a couple of interesting hours in the 
Olid Man’s radic roce. From the Yukon to Boabay, the Azores to Taseania, or Eastern fowa to the Ukraine, asateur radie operators 
are keenly set to participate in an event that has becose the hobbies sast coveted HF event. 


Different goals are set by the individuals participating; one ay find an elderly statesaan of asateur radio scanning the bands 
Isoking fer as eany countries or CQ zones he can contact, you say have a group of individuals combining their efforts in a 
sulti-operator category trying to eake the best score possible for given band conditions, or a young college student quest 
operating a super station hoping to finish the contest in the ‘top ten’. The high goal achievers know that proper preparation and 
geod operating strategy go hand-in-hand to produce winning results. 


Preparation for a cuapatitive effort requires many things. O€ course preparing the station for the weekends’ event is very 
iaportant. A clean neat and costertable operating position is vital to help endure the wany hours there. Band switching, antenna 
rotating, and auplifier tuning showld be made as convenient as possible. Shortcuts Like preaarting antenna tuners and PA tuning 
knob positions with easking tape are very helpful to take the drudgery out of band changings. Setting up a card table next to the 
operating position with extra log sheets, dupe sheets, and pencils can be worthwhile. Having beam heading charts, a world 20 
with the CO Zones clearly earked, and a Deers Edge gray line indicator are al] useful tools for contesting. Even a list of 
current Dipeditions occuring during the contest weekend can reap revards. 


Equipeent care is iaportant. Proper ventilation for the transeitting equipment under high duty cycle aay require an extra cooling 
fan. Keeping the VSWR as low as possible with an antenna tuner say be required especially if wire antennas are used. Electronic 
keyers preprograssed with "CQ contest" eessages can be very helpful. It gives the CW operator tise to dopful. ft gives the CW 
operator tise to do his paperwork chores which should be kept up to date for proper duping. Good tools for the phone operator 
include @ continuous loop tape with °CO contest” sessages transcribed on it and a headset sicrophone. Bogive extra tiae for 
logging duties. 


A good knowledge of present day band conditions are important. The Soviet Union eost probably will not be cosing in on ten seters 
at aidnight especially with solar flux levels runsing in the 40s. Be seart about band openings, it can pay big dividents to your 
final score. The big boys change bands often and turn their antennas occasionally to catch those extra aultipliers. It is 
usually considered a contesting sistake to find at the end of a contest a aissed VK or ON station on 20 meters. 1°! say it 
again, “be sart" in your operating. The CO contest allows your own zone to be counted as a aultiplier which seans your nearest 
neighbor haa counts as a aultiplier on 160a as well as !0a. Big things happen as the sun rises and sets. Locking at the 
forecasting charts in OST aagazine show the big changes in AUF an hour or two either side of those tines, This is a sost iaportant 
tise to look tor those narrow long path openings and gray line openings on al! bands. Switching bands several tines during these 
periods can put rare sultipliers is your log book! 


The physical and mental preparation can’t be overlooked. If possible, nap a couple of hours before the contest. Rayde sleeping 
in late the day before is the way best for you but whatever your pleasure make sure you are alert and attentive for the opening 
bell. Contesting is an eadurance and stategy test rolled into one. The seascned veteran knows that operators that hang-in there 
the longest are aast likely to be near the top when the contest is aver. Eat property and have a general plan formulated for your 
rest-tises. Generally ! have found that the periods between 2AM and SAM are the ost unproductive tiees, especially the second 
Aight, Gften the second day's afternoon is real slow also. in addition to a goad aeal and a snooze try a coo! shower during the 
contest. It can really perk-you-up when it seeas there is no way you'll be able to seet your persona) goals. Try to operate the 
weekend before and get a feel for band conditions. It aight be that extra band knowledge that will eake the difference for you. 


The paper work duties are an isportant consideration. Good organizaticn can save tise and give you a clear idea of what band 
requires sore tise resulting in better O50 and aultiplier totals. I have found that aanilla folders for each band with dupe 
sheets pasted inside and clearly marked for each band work best for se. ! have a check sheet for the countries and zones ! worked 
earked on the edge of the paper so | can convenientiy glance and see which zones and easy countries [ need to work on. This is 
especially useful the second day of the test when you still need a VK or ZL on 15 or 20 eeters, It keeps you from overlooking the 
obvious sultiplier, The CQ contest requires seperate logs for each band which is conveniently handted by stioping the logs into 
the appropriate dupe sheet folder. 


This years’ contest condition are going to be tough but challenging. What ever you decide to do in the CO World Wide, reseater 
this is really a terrific opportunity to participate in a premier global event! 


Look for big noises from Muscatine. KiOH, ABON, and KOLIR 
are planning to put Muscatine on the sap in the CO WW ... 
WOSKL is aoving from Marion to CR. He should have the steel 
tree back up in the spring ... KBOPR has his shack back 
together and we hope to hear hia in the CQ WW SSB test ... 
Art Goddard, W6XD (ex W6MOQ), a charter seaber of the EIDXA, 
is alive and well in Casta Mesa, CA. Art is using inverted 
YEEs at 50 feet. He can run Jas on 4¢ and 60 from his place! 
Don’t be surprised if he blows you away in a contest pile on 
40... MOEJ finally has a new thrust bearing on his tover 
and can now turn the antennas again... KAJGH has sose new 
alusinua up and is selling his old THo-O1X. Sea Glen for an 
antenna deal! ... WOIZ has a new 2 seter bean at the top of 
his tower, Qale is still looking for his first European on 2 
meter SSB... K@GVB has a new £00 foot TALL tower in West 
Branch. He is all ready for the contest! ... WOVX has three 
new BO / 40 seter slopers pointed WE, SE, and West ... 
Congratulations to KC@Q who was recently promoted to 
engineering supervisor.

THE SOLAR FLUX HAG BEEN 70 OR LOWER SINCE SEPTEMBER &, THE 
OCTOBER & READING OF 46 TIES THE CYCLE 21 RECORD LOW. THUS 
WE ENTER WHAT 1S NORMALLY KNOWN AS THE PRIME DX SEASON WITH 
SOLAR ACTIVITY SQ LOW THAT EVEN 14 HZ IS BORDERLINE 
TERRITORY. WHAT LITTLE DX THERE IS ON 21 MHZ IS MOSTLY NORTH 
SOUTH IN CHARACTER, AND EVEN THIS IS RARELY HEARD ON 24 OR 28 


PROSPECTS FOR MAJOR IMPROVEMENTS ARE NOT BRIGHT. THE FEW 
ACTIVE AREAS ON THE SUN IN SEPTEMBER SHOULD BE SHOWING UP 
THIS WEEK. EVEN A SMALL RISE IN THE SOLAR FLUX WOULD HAKE A 
PERCEPTIBLE IMPROVEMENT iN 21 KHZ PROPAGATION AND BRING AT 
LEAST SOME NORTH SOUTH POTENTIAL BACK TQ 24 AND 28 HZ. FLUX 
NUMBERS IN THE HIGH 705 WOULD HELP A LOT THIS TIME GF YEAR, 
BUT THERE 1S NO BASIS IN SIGHT FOR PREDICTING THIS MUCH 
TRPROVENT.. 


A LESS ATTRACTIVE PREDICTION MAKES KORE SENSE. THIS 
SEPTEMBER WAS A TIME OF HIGH GEOMAGNETIC ACTIVITY, A 
DEGRADING FACTOR LIKELY TO BE WITH US AGAIN OCTOBER 10 
THROUGH 19, WE WERE ENTERING A PERIOD OF RELATIVE QUIET AT 
BULLETIN TIME, AND THES COULD LAST THROUGH ABOUT OCTOBER 9. 
ERRATIC AND FREQUENT UPS AND DOWNS OBSERVED SEPTEMBER 13 
THROUGH 18 ARE LIKELY TO RETURN ABOUT OCTOBER 11 THROUGH 19. 
LATE OCTOBER LOOKS SOMEWHAT BETTER THAR THE FIRST HALF, WITH 
THE 27TH THROUGH THE 29TH PROBABLY THE BEST OF THE FALL 
SEASON TO DATE, BUT INPROVEMENTS IF ANY WILL BE MAINLY ON 14 
WHZ AND LOWER BANDS. 


THERE CAN BE BURSTS OF HIGH SOLAR ACTIVITY IN THE LATE YEARS 
OF THE SOLAR CYCLE. ANY TANGIBLE EVIDENCE OF THIS IN 
PROSPECT WILL BE REPORTED IN SPECIAL BULLETINS. 


AMERICAN SUNSPOT NUMBERS FOR SEPTEMBER 26 THROUGH OCTOBER 2 
WERE BETWEEN 0 AND 3 WITH A MEAN OF 0.4 aR

The following excerpts are from the {1 page FCC Memorandua 
pinion and Order in PRB-1 granting ARRL's request for 
liatted Federal preespticn aver state and local regulations 
involving Asateur Radio facilities. In filing its request, 
the League had acknowledged the need for local authorities to 
regulate fAaateur Radio facilities to the degree necessary to 
insure the safety and health of comsunity residents. But, 
ARAL argued, such regulations aust not be so restrictive that 
they could preclude effective amateur comaunication. 


"State and local regulations that operate to preclutde 
amateur comsunications in their cossunities are in direct 
conflict with Federal objectives and aust be preeapted. 


"Conflicts between aeateur operators regarding radio antennas 
and local authorities regarding restrictive ordinances are 
comaon. The amateur operator is governed by the requlations 
contained in Part 97 of our rules...local sunicipalities or 
governing bodies frequently enact regulations liaiting 
antennas and their support structures in height and 
location...for health, safety or aesthetic considerations. 
These liadting regulations can result in conflict because the 
effectiveness of the coasunications...froa an asateur station 
are directly dependent upon the location and the height of 
the antenna. feateur operators maintain that they are 
precluded fram operating in certain bands allocated for their 
use if the height of their antennas is lisited by a local 
ordinance. 


"Few satters coaing before us present such a clear dichotoay 
of viewpoint as does the instant issue...cities, counties, 
local cosaunities and housing associations see an obligation 
to all of their citizens and try to address their concerns 
support groups...aligned with the operators are such entities 
as the Departaent of Defense, the American Red Cross and 
local civil defense and esergency organizations who have 
found in Amateur Radio a pool of skilled radio operators and 
a readily available backup network... 


"Because asateur station comsunications are only as effective 
as the antennas esployed, antenna height restrictions 
directly affect the effectiveness of asateur comaunications. 
Some aeateur antenna configurations require aore substantial 
installations than others if they are to provide the amateur 
operator with the coasunications he/she desires to engage in. 
For example, an antenna array for international 
coasunications will differ froe an antenna used to contact 
other aeateur operators at shorter distances. We will not, 
however, specify any particular height lisitation below which 
a local governaent aay not regulate, nor will we suggest the 
precise language that aust be contained in local ordinances, 
such as eechanisas for exeaptions, variances, or conditional 
use pereits. Nevertheless, local regulations which involve 
placesent, screening, or height of antennas based on health, 
safety or aesthetic considerations must be crafted to 
accoaacdate reasonably asateur communications, and to 
represent the sinieua practicable regulation to accoaplish 
the local authority’s legitiaate purpose."
